LONDON, Feb. 28. — 
(BUP) — A successful Bri- 
tish parachutist and Com- 
mando attack on the north- 
ern coast of France was de- 
scribed in unofficial military 
sources today as a prelude to 
widespread invasion raids 
against the German army in 
Europe. 

The attack in which air, army 
and naval forces participated was 
believed to be part of a plan by 
which the British, if they cannot 
open a front in Europe, will open 
and olose at their own conven- 
fence a dosen subsidiary fronts. 

Such a plan of stabbing attacks in 
force would create a real diversion 
in the west and weaken the Ger- 
man forces assembling for a new 
offensive against Russia in the 
spring, these eources said. 


FIRST SINCE DUNKIRK 

The raid announced today was 
the first full-scale invasion attack 
on Frenelt cogupied. territory 


borne division were dropped on 
the French coast dusing the night 
by bembing planes. 

‘They attacked an important Ger- 
man post, centre for an important 
radio locator by which the Germans 
detected the approach of airplanes, 
and were re-embarked successfully 
by ships of the navy while the 
Commando infantrymen held back 
German reinforcements and the 
warships’ guns covered them. 

A military commentator described 
the raid as “small but very specta- 
cular” and as a complete success. 

As Britons heard of this first 
British challenge to the German 
army in France since France's col- 
lapse, Sir Archibald Sinclair, air 
minister, said in a speech: 

“We must take Germany by the 
throat and shake the strength out 
of her. We must start not in 1944, 
Rot in 1943, but in 1942.” 

It was understood in well inform- 
ed quarters that the parachutists 
opened the invasion raid, landing at 
specified ground objectives, and that 
afterward the infantry landed on 
the coast and established a bridge- 
head through which the perachut- 
iste withdrew. 

Hours after the announcement of 
the raid, the Germans recognized 
it in an official Nazi news agency 
dispatch, broadcast by Berlin and 
recorded here by the British Uniled 
Press:

Nazi Thanet

MOSCOW, Feb. 26.—(AP)—The 
Russians reported today they were 
shooting down big troop transport 
planes jammed with Nazi soldiers 
fresh from training in Germany for 
a Spring offensive but who, instead, 
were rushed to the front in a des- 
perate attempt to reinforce and 
save the trapped German 16th army 
near Staraya Russa. 

Dispatches declared Russian gune 
ners and fliers were frustrating re- 
peated Nazi efforts to get such 
troops through and to drop supplies 
and ammunition to more than 90,000 
Germans virtually doomed within 
the tightening Red army ring. 

The German position was im- 
perilled further by an outward 
thrust from the Red army's posi- 
tion at Leningrad and by activity of 
guerillas there who were said to 
have killed 10,480 Germans, includ- 


ing two generals, in the last six 
months. 


BEATTY SAYS 


Planes Will Link 
World To Canada 


VANCOUVER, Feb, 28—Forecast of a new shape for 
Canada’s future in the post-war world based upon the ulti- 
mate development of air transportation, was made here 
Friday by Sir Edward Beatty, G.B.E., chairman and pres- 
ident of the Canadian Pacific Railway, who is returning to 
Montreal at the week-end after a holiday stay at the Pacific 


coast. 

Sir Edward, to whose statement 
considerable force wan added by 
the heavy investment which his 
company bas made in Canadian 
internal air services recently, en- 
visioned a dominion tightly jinked 
with the rest of the world by a 
system of trans-eceanio air serv- 
icen which may largely replace 
the war-torn sea routes of the 
past. 

In this system, he intimated the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is already 
preparing to play its part. 


a At the same time he made it clear 


that his company was seeking no 
monopoly in what he regarded as 
the inevitable future of word 
transportation. He welcomed sug- 
gestions for future air-ocean serv- 
ices which have been made by 
many responsible Canadians, in- 
cluding those by officials of Trans- 
Canada Airlines. These he said, gave 
rise to hope that transportation mis- 
takes of other times would find no 
repetition in the coming set-up, but 
that a sound co-operative approach

“Resolved that it is expedient to 
introduce a measure respecting 
wheat acreage reduction to provide 
for the payment of certain sums to 
farmers in connection therewith 
and for administration of the act.”

OTTAWA, Feb. 28. — (CP) — | 
Members of parliament and the 
Opposing candidates who obtain- 
ed the second highest number of 
votes in each electoral district 
will choose urban enumerators 
for the forthcoming manpower 
plebiscite, a House of Commons 
committee studying the plebis- 
cite bill decided Friday night. 
Rural enumerators will be chos- 

en by the returning officer. 

The committee, which will report 
to the house, accepted a draft reg- 
ulation providing that five days 
before he proposes to appoint 
urban enumerators, the returning 
officer !n each district must give 
notice to. the candidate who at the 
last election received the highest 
number of votes ald the opposing 
candidate who received the next 
highest ‘number of votes. 

The successful candidate may 
nominate a person for appointment 
as enumerator in every odd-num- 
bered urban polling division in the 
district and the runner-up may 
nominate for even-numbered dis- 
tricts, 

Earlier in the day the commit- 
tee voted down a suggestion by 
Robert Fair (N.D., Battle River), the 
plebiscite question to be placed be- 
fore Canadian electors should be 
changed go the vote would give 
more definite direction to the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Fair did not suggest 
what form the question should be 
in. 

Last night committee members 
agreed the hours of voting should 
be extended as widely as possible 
and will recommend that polls be 
open from 8 a.m. to 7 p.m, on vot- 

ing day. 

The committee decided to leave 
alithority in the bill for Japanése 
who served with the Canadian 
forces in the First Great War to 
vote in the plebiscite, Informed 
only about 40 men wovld be af- 
fected, the committee decided to 
leave unchanged a clause which 
would permit them to vote.

Chiang’s opinion was regarded as 
important because China's continu- 
ed resistance to Japan is essential. 
Aiso-if Rangoon fell the problem of 
defending India would become ur- 
gent, unless Japan's plans provide 
for striking in another direction 
than India, the second most popu- 
lous country in the world.

DETECT PLANES, SHIPS 

It was reported without confirma- 
tion that the radio location post 
which the British parachutists at- 
tacked had been used not only to 
detect airplanes, but to detect the 
passage of Allied ships through the 
English channel so German coastal 
guns could shell them. 

British military commentatos 
were careful not to exaggerate the 
scale of the raid and one said it 
ought not in any way to be taken 
as an indication of a plan. 


The opening of sucka front, in- 
volving the landing of an army 
on a powerfully defended coast, 
was a matter for the future. But 
it had always been believed that 
a formal inyasion would be pre- 
ceded by many of the kind of raid 
made today. 

An air ministry communique, re- 
porting heavy attacks by British 
fighter planes on air fields in oc 
cupied territory during the night. 
indicated that the Royal Air Force 
had covered the invasion raid by 
keeping German planes grounded 
over a Wide area 

At the same time giant bombing 
planes attacked the Kiel and Wil- 
helmshaven naval bases, where the 
battleships Scharnhorst and Gneis- 
enau are undergoing repairs, and 
bombed other objectives in north- 
west Germany. Three bombers 
were missing 

A brief joint communique of 
the Royal Navy, Army and Air 
Force told the story which thrill- 
ed Britons as they had not been 
thrilled in many months and was 
flashed through the world as the 
first foretaste te Germany of 
what, it was hoepd, would come 
some day in full force. 

The mysterious Commandos, the 
most rigidly trained troops in the 
world, were understood to have 
been used as the  parachutists, 
dropping at dawn on an unsuspect- 
ing German garrison as they had 
in their lightning, merciless raids 
on the Norway coast. 

The first “invasion” of German- 
occupied France had come just six 
days after Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill's second reorganization 
of his cabinet, upon the insistent 
demand of parliament and the 
public that the government be 
made up of men who would adopt 
the aggressive policy of offense by 
which alone, it was held, the war 
could be made anything but a stale.

“The object of the amendment 

is to enable the province to pro- 
ceed’ with its appeal to the privy 
council on the Debt Adjustment 
Act without leaving deserving 
debtors at the mercy of un- 
scrupulous creditors.” 

Explaining the second bill, he 
said, “The amendment to the Condi- 
tional Sales Act eliminates the 
rights of a creditor to seize and re- 
Possess a chattel sold under a con- 
ditional sale agreement, and to ob- 
tain a judgment for the balance ow- 
ing on the agreement. The same 
provision was included in the Jud- 
icature Act a few years ago in Con- 
nection with deficiency judgments 
on land debts.” 


AWAIT DECISION 
These two bills, Mr. Maynard told 
newsmen outside the house, repre- 
sent the extent of the debt legisla- 
tion which the government intends 
to introduce at this session. There 
will be no new debt adjustment bill 
pending the privy council's decision. 
Also forming a part of the gov- 

ernment’s present moves to pro- 
tect debtors, is an order-in-coun- 
cil passed Thursday to increase 
the fees for filing statements of 
claim and other eriginating docu- 
mente in court actions where the 
claim is in connection with 8 
liquidated demand er debt where 
the whole of the eriginal consid- 
eration arose before July 1, 1936. 

It is expected that the new bills 
will be debated and advanced in the 
legislature next week, The mor- 
atorium on old debts, incurred prior 
to July 1, 1936, will expire March 
15, as it was extended one month by 
order-in-council, having first been 
proclaimed on Jatluary 15.

by the order for specific perfor- 
mance in the case of an agreement 
for sale shall be one year from the

Provided however that in any 
action coming under the provisions 
of clause (i) or (ii) of this para- 
gtaph the judge may on application, 
decrease or extend the said period 
of redemption having regard to the 
following circumstances: 

(b) In case the action is in respect 
of @ security on farm lands, the

Q—-The Conditional Sales Act, be- 
ing Chapter 150 of the Revised 
Statutes of Alberts, 1922, is hereby 
amendéd by adding immediately af- 
ter section ® the following new sec- 
tion: 

#10, (1) When any goods or chat- 
tels are hereafter sold, and the 
vendor, after delivery, has a lien 
thereon for all or part of the pur- 
chase price, the vendor's right to re- 
cover the unpaid purchase money, 
if he seizes or causes to be seized

any of the goods or chattels so sold. 

“(3) If the said goods or chattels 
or any of them are seized under an 
execution issued pursuant to any 
judgment obdtaine! in the said 
action, then the vendor's right to 
recover under the said judgment 
insofar as it is based on the pur- 
chase price of the said goods or 
chattels shall be restricted to the 
amount realized from the sale of 
the said goods or chattels so seized 
and the said judgment, to the ex- 
tent that it is based upon the pur- 
chase price of the said goods or 
chattels and the taxed costs sha!

INSTALMENT SALES

Curtailment Of 
Bus Service 
Is Announced 


OTTAWA, Feb. 2—(CP)— 
Elimination of all “mystery” and 
“nowhere” bus tours, curtailment 
of the chartering of busses and a 
forecast that further curtaliment 
of bus service would be ordered 
were announced today by Muni- 
tions Minister Howe. 

The aim, he added, is to conserve 
rubber and gasoline and make 
available more busses for essential 
transportation. 

Instructions covering the new bus 
order have been sent to all bus 
companies in Canada by W. J. 
Lynch, transit controller, and “will 
go into effect immediately,” Mr. 
Howe said. 

Those charter trips which may 
still be made will be confined to 
trips of a special nature only, for 
services tg the armed forces, and 
for other purposes clearly identified 
with the war effort. All such trips 
and all requests for such trips which 
have been refused, must be report- 
ed to the controller. 

The question of sightseeing is 
being given farther study, and it 
is probable such tours will be 
prohibited entirely, Mr. Lynch 
told reporters. 

He urged compétitive transporta- 
tion services to make cafeful studies 
with the object of eliminating dup- 

lication of service.

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Wires received Saturday from 
St; Paul, Lloydminster and Daw- 
son Creek stated that those units 
had exceeded their quotas.

Bill To Amend 
University Act 
Being Prepared 


A bill to amend the University 
Act will be introduced at the 
present session of the legislature 
and igs now in course of preparation, 
Premier William Aberhart told the 
house on Friday. He gave this in- 
formation in reply to a question 
by Dr. L. J. O'Brien, Ind, Grande 
Prairie. 

To a question by Hugh John 
Macdonald, K.C., Lib, Edmonton, 
as to whether copies of the report 
of the special committee which 
surveyed the university's organiza- 
tion would be available to members, 
the premier stated that it was an 
interim report and he did not con- 
sider it desirable to make copies. 
A full report from the committee 
would be made later, he said, 

The committee's report was 
tabled Wednesday, recommending 
changes in the university. It pro- 
posed that control of university af- 
fairs be vested in the board of gov- 
ernors, that this board be increased 
from 13 to 15 members and that the 
senate membership be reduced from 
54 to not more than 25.

The amendment was moved by 
Alfred Speakman, Independent 
group house leader, and was sup- 
ported solidly by the the opposi- 
tion members, with the govern- 
ment members voting unanimosly 
against it. 

Mr. Speakman’s amendment, 
moved at the conclusion of the ad- 

dress in the budget debate, stated 
that government revenue on income 
acocunt in the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1941, was $24,921,669 and 
the financial statement for the last 
nine months of 1941 showed cash 
receipts of $20,262,840, “thus indi- 
at a very strong revenue posi- 
tion.” 


“COSTLY EXPERIMENTS” 

The amendment also stated that 
administrative costs were “‘accentu- 
ated” by appropriations for such 
“unnecasary and costly experi- 
ments” as the treasury branches 
and Social Credit board, limiting 
the expansion of necessary social 
services. 

Reduction in relief expenditures, 
it was also stated, placed the gov- 
ernment in a favorable position to 
build up reserves for post war re- 
habilitation, 

In his address, Mr. Speakman 
told the house that he believed in 
monetary reform and that this 
was one reason why he was op- 
Posed to the Social Crediters. 

“In my Opinion nothing has done 
more to set back the the actions of 
members On the government side of 
the house,” he said. “Men and wo- 
men throughout the country partly 

believe the interpretation put on 
monetary reform by members on 
the government side, and they 
judge it by some of this- govern- 
ment’s experiments.” 


RETARDS REFORM 

Making monetary reform a poli- 
tical issue, which he _ charged 
against the Social Credit govern- 
ment, had brought out antagonisms 
and hampered the progress of the 
movement in a practical way “for 
years to come,” Mr. Speakman said. 

Referring to the bonded debt 
situation, the Independent leader 
said many opposition members be- 
lieve interest rates should be lower- 
ed, but they were against the arbi- 
trary methods used in Alberta in 
cutting it 50 per cent. A reduction 
should be brought about by agree- 
ment among the parties and refund- 
ing, he said.

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Thousands Pile Up Reserves 


In ten days, Edmonton subscrip- 
tions to the Victory loan ran up to a 
total of $5,042,000. That is nearly a 
million dollars more than the quota set 
for the city, and not far short of the 
quota set for all Northern Alberta. 
With eight days more to go, the tide 
of applications was still running 
strong, and the end of the campaign 
may see popular subscriptions making 
up the whole amount of the city 8 ob- 
jective, aside from the contributions 
made by the Compensation Board and 
from provincial finances. 


During the ten days 9,953 Edmon- 


ton subscribers took advantage of the 
opportunity to thus put aside a “back- 
log” of future buying power. In the 
whole of the loan campaign last June 
the subscribers numbered 66,600. The 
gain is in some measure accounted for 
by the fact that more people are now 
steadily employed. But there is rea- 
son to suppose it is also in some degree 
due to widening recognition that a time 
of regular employment is a time to 
build up reserves of personal credit 
against possible bad times or adverse 
fortunes in the days to come. The op- 
portunity to do this is of course still 
open, and many more may be expected 
to make use of it in the remaining days 
of the campaign. 


War Weariness 


No one has any trouble knowing 
what Mr. Wendell Willkie means, and 
feels, when he says he is tired hearing 
about “defence” plans and strategy and 
would like to hear about policies of 
offence and a strategy of attack. In all 
the Allied countries, save Russia, the 
public generally are weary of waiting, 
and of retreats, and of delaying bat- 
tles; and eager for aggressive action. 
But, as Mr. Willkie probably recog- 
nizes as well as anybody, we shall just 
have to put up with defensive fighting 
yet awhile. 

The United Nations have not yet 
caught up the ten year start they 
allowed Germany and Italy to get, and 
the twenty year start they allowed 
Japan to get in building arma- 
ment. Those years of placid folly have 
to be redeemed, and this cannot be done 
in a matter of months, even with the in- 
dustrial machinery and manpower of 
the United States thrown into the ef- 
fort. 

But what is known is that while the 
enemy has gained territory, and is still 
gaining territory, he is losing the race 
in power expansion which will decide 
the final outcome. Allied plants are 
now turning out more weapons and 
ships than Axis plants, and Allied 
armies in the field and in training out- 
number the Axis armies actual and 
potential. 

Weary as the people of the United 
Nations may be with waiting until they 
can launch their gathering force upon 
the enemy, it is in Germany and Italy 
and Japan the real “tired feeling’ must 
prevail whenever the future is scanned 
with frankness. 


Slowed Down 


In 72 hours this week, so far as ac- 
curate counting was possible the Jap- 
anese lost 100 planes in _ scattered 
fighting in the South Pacific, 51 of 
them in two days to the guns of Ameri- 
can and British airmen over Burma. In 
the waters off Java, two Japanese 
transports, a naval auxiliary ship and 
a freighter were sunk by United States 
submarines. Officials at Batavia esti- 
mate the Japanese have lost one-third 
of their cruisers, besides other 
ships large and small, and airplanes in 
hundreds, since the war began less than 
three months ago. Australia’s air 
force during the week made an all-out 
attack on Rabaul, wrecking wharves, 
airdromes and shipping. The Dutch 
commander in Java welcomed “many 
thousands” of American, British and 
Australian reinforcements. At Bataan, 
General MacArthur's little army antici- 
pated a new enemy offensive by stag- 
ing a sudden attack and throwing the 
besiegers back all along the line. 

These items from the news columns 
on Friday show that the week has not 
been a good one for the Japanese. They 
gained some territory in Burma and

Canada’s Japanese Problem 


The 3,500 male Japanese nationals 
of military age are to be moved out of 
the coastal area of British Columbia, 
and eventually all Japanese residents, 
male and female, old and young, natur- 
alized and alien, Canadian-born and for- 
eign-born, will be removed from that 
protected zone. This is the plan an- 
nounced by the federal Minister of La- 
bor. The course has been very ener- 
getically urged by representative men 
and organizations in British Columbia, 
is obviously necessary in the interests 
of national safety, and has been given 
pretty general approval—in principle— 
in other parts of the Dominion. 

But in principle only. When it 
comes to the detail of where these peo- 
ple are to be moved to, there are hot 
demands from the suggested destina- 
tions that they be sent somewhere else. 
No province wants them, and no com- 
munity seems even willing to tolerate 
them. There is no mystery in this. 
Tokyo's treachery has made the Jap- 
anese name very positively detested 
all over Canada, where it was already 
unpopular in the negative sense. 

But, however we in other parts of 
the Dominion may feel about making 
room for the unwilling migrants, the 
fact remains that if they are to be 
moved they must be moved somewhere. 
And the other fact also, that wherever 
they are located, they will have to be 
allowed to earn their living or be sup- 
ported at the taxpayer's expense, in in- 
ternment camps or out. 

It is from this standpoint of na- 
tional necessity, not that of local sen- 
timent, Canada’s Japanese problem will 
have to be dealt with. Are we going to 
permit and require the 30,000 or so 
Japanese who must be cleared out of 
the coastal zone to earn a living for 
themselves, somewhere, at some sort of 
useful work; or are we going to raise 
them to the status of a leisured class 
supported by the taxpayers? That is 
what it all comes to. 


Japanese plants are supposed to be 
able to turn out not more than 500 
planes of all types in a month. Double 
the figure and the output does not pro- 
mise Tokyo air superiority six months 
from now. That is why the war-mak- 
ers are pushing their campaign regard- 
less of men and every other considera- 
tion. Time is against them, and they 
know it.

One is not to think, however, that the

In 1929, when speculation and various 
forms of financial jugglery had reached 
such grotesque heights that the bottom 
dropped completely out of everything re- 
presented by a handsome scroll with gold 
lettering on it, the Canadian Government 
intervened benevolently in the same spirit 
rel now makes this handsome gift to Bri- 
ain. 

To keep industry going, to prevent fin- 
ancial collapse, to maintain public services, 
the Canadian Government loaned millions 
upon millions of dollars to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway and to certain of our fin- 
ancial institutions, without interest and 
without any stated time for repayment.

No sensible person criticised the Gov- 
ernment for this fulfilment of a moral 
obligation. 

It was good, sound business, It tended 
to maintain our Canadian standard of liv- 
ing and to keep money fluid. 

Thoughtful persons approved the social 
benevolence of Ottawa's attitude. 


Perplexing 

The thing, however, that perplexes so 
many people jn this country is that the 
Canadian Government should so readily 
recognize its moral obligation towards the 

ple of Britain and towards the great 
nstitutions of Canada and yet be so com- 
paratively blind to its obligation towards 
the aged, unemployable and ailing people 
of Canada. 

Our laudable national benevolence ap- 
Pears to stop short at a most peculiar 
place, 

We are contributing generously, and 
with vast popular approval, towards the 
security of the British people, We have 
contributed generously, in the past, to- 
wards the security of our great national 
institutions. 

What about the socia] security of our 
own Canadian people? 

British folk have been disabled by the 
war. Public opinion in Canada over- 
whelmingly endorses ‘financial assistance 
to these folk, 

Our Canadian folk are daily disabled 
by old age, by failing health and by con- 
stitutional inability to find employment. 

Public opinion in Canada overwhelm- 
ingly endorses financial assistance to our 
own Canadian folk, 

Pe What does Ottawa propose to do about 
it? 

In the face of its other benevolences, 
how can Ottawa refuse to acknowledge 
this moral obligation, in the form of social 
security, to our own people? 


War Measure 


There is one and only one fundamental 
duty facing Canada and Canadians. That 
duty is to win the war. 

_ A program of social security legisla- 
tion, inaugurated at this present session of 
Parliament, would be the most powerful 
and effective war measure it would be 
possible to enact.

Canada Is Within Reach 


Size of This Country Does Not “’ 


Offer Security Against 
Invasion 

By I.N.S. IN THE OTTAWA JOURNAL 

When Mr. Churchill ‘was here a re- 
porter asked him about the war in the 
Pacific, 

“The first thing and the last thing about 
the Pacific is that it is so big,” he replied. 

Day by day the significance of his 


. seemingly evasive remark is written in 


still another form, The Pacific is so far 
from us that few of us have any concep- 
tion of its size or even what is in it or 
around it. 

Java, that Netherlands Indies posses- 
sion right now under attack, has a popu- 
lation of 44,000,000 people. Only 3,000,000 
fewer than the British Isles. But most of 
us know it only as a finger of an island 
where tea and coffee grow and people are 
adept with spears. 

To get to Java with a striking force of 
what look to be irresistible proportions the 
Japanese have travelled roughly 4,000 
miles southwest, This is 1,300 miles more 
than from Montreal to Ireland. 

Yet at the same time the Japanese pro- 
ceeded due east to San Francisco to attack 
shipping by submarine. This was 5,217 
miles--or practically twice the distance 
from Montreal to Ireland, 


Bigness Not Security 


The big Japanese attack on Pear] Har- 
bor, accomplished doubtless by a formid- 
able flotilla, would have gone nearly 4,000 
miles had it flown direct as the crow, But 
to avoid detection and keep clear of U.S. 
islands, it probably went far north and 
then turned south—covering perhaps 5,500 
miles to get there and at least as many to 
get back. This would be a total of 11,000 
miles, or four times the distance from 
Montreal] to Ireland, 


The Japanese have a mighty force now 
at Singapore 3,500 miles from Tokyo, But 
on top of that effort and the task of de- 
feating 44,000,000 people in Java it is at 
this moment bombing Australia’s big 
northern naval base—Darwin, From Japan 
to Darwin is something like 3,700 miles. 

We have been regarding a’ Japan- 
ese attack on Australia as something fane 
tastic, and any invasion of even Northern 
Australia as absurdly impossible, But per- 
haps we should remember that in the 
whole of Australia there are not 44,000,000 
as on little Java, but 7,000,000, spread very 
thin. Darwin js 1,500 miles from such cen- 
tres as Melbourne, Canberra and Sydney. 
And Japan’s population is over 70,000,000. 

Perhaps it is Australia's bigness that 
makes us believe in its security . But big- 
ness has never meant security, It is what 
you pack into your miles. The United 
Kingdom, for example, started with 94,000 
square miles and built an Empire of 
13,642,218 square miles, Thus if Japan 
knocks out all the Netherlands Indies and 
other Pacific fortresses, it will not be Aus- 
tralia’s 2,974,581 square miles that will 
protect her against Japan's 148,000 square 
miles, It will be what she packs into her 
miles in rnanpower, equipment, resolution 
and sacrifice, 

In Canada we feel that invasion of our 
3,694,863 square miles would be an ime 


possible feat. Why, we've been invading 
this country for four centuries and still 
haven’t beaten down the wilderness or 
driven out all the beasties! How could the 
Japanese invade us? 

Well, in the first place the Japanese 
would not invade the Gatineau Hills or the 
bleak stretches of Northern Ontario, nor 
the Prairies nor the Rockies, 

They'd only bother with our one or two 
Naval bases, our dozen or more main in- 
dustrial plants, our principal power pro- 
jects, Perhaps for purposes of morale they 


‘ would clear out a strip of Ottawa with big 


bombs, a strip stretching say from the 
Parliament Buildings to the cross-town 
tracks, and they might take a lick at the 
St. James street region in Montreal, and 
the waterfront skyscraper area of which 
Toronto is so proud. 

How would they know where to find 
our main industrial plants? The same way 
that England knows where Germany's in- 
dustrial plants are, The Director General 
of our Munitions Production spoke in 
Montreal Wednesday night of “probably 
the largest bomb plant of its type in the 
British Empire, if not in the world,” that 
was working full speed somewhere in 
Quebec. He wouldn't say where in Que- 
bec—but Herr Goebbels may broadcast for 
us one day not only where it is but what 
the workers eat for lunch. And what is of 
interest to Herr Goebbels the little brown 
beggars in Japan also get an earful. 

It isn't a matter of not knowing where 
to bomb. We knew where the Scharnhorst 
and Gneisenau were, but the problem was 


to hit them. 
From Alaska 


How would the Japanese get to this 
country? Perhaps one way would be to 


attack the United States naval base, Dutch- 


Harbor, up in Alaska, “Up in Alaska,” you 
say? Yes, “up in Alaska”. But Dutch 
Harbor, away up in Alaska, is only 2,933 
miles from Japan. Pearl Harbor was 
nearly 4,000; Darwin about 3,700. Singa- 
pore was a pretty strong base, as bases go, 
and was about 3,500 miles from Japan. 

Or let’s assume for a moment that the 
Germans might take a crack at us from 
the other side. From French ports to Hali- 
fax is less than 3,000 miles. 

The Japanese took Singapore after a 
push of 3,500 miles. 

Is Halifax stronger than Singapore? 

Yes, in point of view of support from 
inland and long-term defence, No, in point 
of view of sudden attack by air merely 
aimed to destroy harbor facilities. 

In the paper recently was the statement 
of the Australian minister to the United 
States, that Australia must be held. If any- 
one had said such a thing just three 
months ago he would have been put in the 
booby hatch, Perhaps a worse fate than 
a booby hatch awaits us if we refuse to 
anticipate that \there might come a time 
when the Canadian Minister might say in 
Washington that Canada must be held at 
al] costs, 

We seem to balance the winning of this 
war on the scales of right and wrong, Jus- 
tice is on our side, we say, But the busi- 
ness of war is run On equipment and man- 
power and strategy. iles, size and good 
intentions have nothing to do with the 
Gase 


The justice of a cause is its greatest 
defence. By rendering democracy more 
just and fruitful we arm democracy for 
the struggle. 

Social security will increase the morale 
of this country. 

The a sae who marches away to 
war will fight with better heart if he 
knows that the financial disaster of ill- 
health, the debacle of unemployability 
and the dreary prospect of a penniless old 
age do not menace him anywhere along 
the course of his later life.

The victory of Paardeberg 
marked the turning point in the 
South African War, Paardeberg 
was the first bright flame that 
kindled the final blaze of com- 
plete victory. And now 42 years 
after a critical battle in a new and 
more deadly struggle opens in far 
away Java. Java may well mark 
the turning point of this struggle, 
coming at it does after a series of 
dark defeats and disasters. 
Paardeberg was fought on Febru- 
ary 27, 1900. 

This was the message of hope 
carried to a gathering of about 150 
war veterans celebrating the 
Paardeberg battle anniversary Fri- 
day night in the Imperial Veterans’ 
Hall, by Maj. Gen. W. A. Griesbach, 
CB, C.M.G., D.S.O., V.D., K-C., in- 
Spector-genera] for western forces 
in the Canadian Army (Active). 


FEATURES OBSERVANCE 

General Griesbach's address was 
One of the features. of the annual 
Paardeberg Day observance con- 
ducted here under the auspices of 
the Army and Navv Veterans of 
Canada 

Himself a veteran of the South 
African campaign and the First 
Great War, General Griesbach un- 
loosed a wave of cheering when he 
declared he had not the slightest 
doubt about the outcome of the 
present great struggle in which the 
Empire with other nations in the 
United Front is now so bitterly 
and desparately engaged. 

The general said he was sure 
the Japanese were now spreading 
themselves too thin for their own 
good and in the resolute Dutch, 
with British and American Allies, 
the defence of Java might well 
result in our first big victory.

“Unused Resources” 


T THE CLOSE of a rural church service, contribu- 
tions to the Bible Society were being gathered. 
One person raised the question if donations to this 
fund obligated the contributors to read the Bible 
: themselves, 

This incident brings to our minds a situation today by 
which much money given for the distribution of the Bible 
and the support of Christian churches comes from people 
who do not use these spiritual resources themselves. 

The most encouraging phase of Alberta caurch work is 
the finances. How frequently the treasurer's report is such 
a happy surprise. It has a tendency to make everyone feel 
that their Christian work is very succssful. The generosity 
of good living citizens is a great help to Christian work 
among the children, the youth, the aged, the sick, and the 
poor. Yet it is disquieting that so many people who support 
churches, social services, war services, and take an active 
part in the community, and do not use the spiritual re- 
sources in the community. They have no appetite for 
worship services, nor any inclination to use their spiritual 
and intellectual gifts in Christian teaching and leadership. 
The community is spiritually poorer and Alberta is farther 
from becoming truly Christian because of the unused 
spiritual resources. 

Sunday School teachers, pastors, and church leaders 
and officers face a challenge in this issue. We know, though 

* perhaps we do not truly believe, that the resources of God 
and of Christ are available today, just as in previous days 
of Christian history. So why should a Church School 
teacher, or a Young People’s leader feel so discouraged, 
helpless and alone, when youth are unresponsive and un- 
attentive? Or why should a group leader feel so depressed 
and deserted when group members are not very willing 
or very loyal? Why are so many sermons without inspira- 
tion and deep conviction when congregations are , not 
thronging into the pews and patting the minister on the 
back. All followers of Christ have faced indifference, 
opposition, and hard problems, but many “plugged in” to 
a spiritual current which gave them resources of power 
and light which carried them through. 

The cultured religious leaders of Israel marvelled at 
the boldness and achievement of the young Christians, 
Peter and John. Then they perceived that the unlearned 
amateurs had been with Jesus. This inspiration, vision, and 
hope is still available for our use. God has issued no ration- 
ing orders regarding His resources. Let tis not ration our- 


selves either.

DIE WITHOUT REGRET 

I heard recently that Jerusalem 
artichokes attract grasshoppers, and 
then poison them in the best Lu- 
cretia Borgia tradition. The grass- 
hoppers will leave a grain field to 
gorge themselves on artichokes, 
and then lie down and die without 
regret, 

Asparagus is a good crop to start 
and it is hardy enough to grow in 
any province of the Dominion, I 
started a small bed of it in our gar- 
den in Calgary by merely sowing a 
package of seed The only attention 
T ever gave it was to thin out the 
little plants. That was 10 years 
ago, and it is still bearing, or was 
the last time I heard of it. I have 
eaten asparagus off beds that were 
said to be 50 years old. On Van- 
couver Island it has to be fertilized 
each year and sea-salt is recom- 
mended in the government bulle- 
tins. It always brings a fair price 
on the market, but even so, there 
is not enough grown on this island 
for our own needs. People do not 
like to wait the four years for the 
first crop, ; 

“The farmers of Canada this year 
will be asked to undertake the 
greatest program of food produc- 
tion any people of equal number 
have ever attempted.” 


FOOD MAY WIN WAR 

These are the words of the Dean 
of Agriculture of Saskatchewan

CANADA'S CONTRIBUTION 

It is well for us to take comfort 
in what Canada has already done 
and is doing,—the contribution Mr. 
Churchill described as “magnifi- 
cent.” Despite the loss of trade 
with enemy countries Canada's ex- 
ports have increased from 1939 to 
1941 by $646,000,000. We have al- 
ready 400,000 men in uniform en- 
listed for service anywhere, and 
150,000 of these are serving outside 
of Canada, with another 150,000 for 
home defence, and 18,000 women. 

In spite of this withdrawal of 
manpower I believe we have enough 
hands in Canada to grow the great- 
est crop we have ever grown if the 
sense of urgency can be conveyed 
to everyone, now, while we have 
time. I believe if we adopted the 
Chinese slogan of two words which 
means “work together,” we could 
organize ourselves into garden 
groups and put the idle lands to 
work. 


THE OTHER SIDE 

Strange, isn't it? When we think 
of democracy we think only of its 
privileges, free speech, freedom of 
action, of earning and buying and 
selling, of moving about from place 
to place, writing letters to the 
papers, criticizing anything we 
want to criticize. But there is an- 
other side to this matter of demo- 
cracy. It has its responsibilities as 
well as its privileges. To make it 
work it has to have a soul, a pur- 
pose, a determination, a passion. 
Democracy cannot be built on any- 
thing but the basis of brotherhood, 
and its motive power must come 
from a willingness to sacrifice our 
own ways, our own comforts, and 
now, our own plans for security. 
Without this spiritual force, demo- 
cracy is a car without an engine.

There are many things about hair 
of which the average mother is ig- 
horant, She is apt to listen to this 
one and that one and thus acquire 
ideas, most of which are false. 

She needs to be disillusioned 
about the idea that if she brushes 
a child’s damp hair, “the wrong 
way”, Or curls it diligently inevit- 
ably it will be curly. This is one 
of those practices which, however 
diligently pursued, have results 
visible only to the eye of the wish- 
ful-thinking mother. 

Curly hair is inherited, ditto 
straight hair. The shape Of the 
two types of hair is different. 
Curly hair has a flattened shaft. 
Straight hair ts round and if you 
have ever tried to keep the curl 
in straight hair you know it bts 
fully as difficult as getting 3 
round tube to stay tied in a bow. 
A round tybe uncuris Itself in- 
definitely. But whittle a plece 
of wood flat and thin enough and 
it will curl. - 

It has happened that persons, 
after an illness in which the hair 
has been lost, have become possess- 
ed of curly hair—or if they had 
curly hair it might “come in” 
straight. But other than these 
phenomena, over which we have 
little control, it isn't possible to 
make straight hair curly except by 
the use of the permanent wave 
lotions with or without heat, The 
method by which they achieve 
curly hair ig to flatten the round 
hair shaft and make it capable of 
being curled. . 

Obviously permanent waves are 
not for small children. The best 
a mother can do for her straight- 
haired daughter—whose brother's 
halr probably curls all over his 
head, lucky fellow—is to keep the 
hair shiningly clean and cut in a 
manner to become her face. 

There was a time when every 
child looked alike with bobbed 
hair shaved up the back as if 
shorn by a strong wind. That day 
is no more. Children have long 
hair flowing down their backs, 
clipped hair, braided hair, straight 
cuts, curved cuts, anything and 
everything which is suited to the 
individual child, 

Look at your child and study 
her face. If it is long and lean 
and she has thin, straight hair, 
keep it cut short and give width 


| to her face by the artful use of 


bows, strategically placed. If her 
face is round she can wear long 
braids, or dripping hair with the 
height and bows on top of the 
head. 

But don't try to imitate the style 
of curly hair when the hair is 
straight. And don’t give way to 
the mistaken idea that to ruffle a 
child’s hair and leave it that way 
will woo curls. Nature can't be 
fooled so easily.

Use Molasses As Source 
Of Iron, Calcium 


By MRS GAYNOR MADDOX + 


Molasses is the cheapest food 
source of iron and therefore should 
play an important sweetening part 
in the family menu these rationed 
days. It contains large amounts 
of calcium, too 

Here's a traditional sweet which 
can be served hot for dessert with 
a lemon sauce or whipped cream. 
What remains can go into the lunch 
box next day. 


GINGERBREAD

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Combine beaten eggs, milk, and 
melted fat, add this mixture to dry 
ingredients, stirring in molasses 
last. Bake in shallow pans in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
30 to 40 minutes or in muffin pans 
in hot oven (400 degrees F.) for 
20 to 25 minutes. (Sour milk with 
1 teaspoon soda and 1 teaspoon of 
baking powder may replace sweet 
milk, soda and baking powder 
called for) 


RULES FOR BAKING WITH 
MOLASSES: 

Baking soda used with sour milk 
or molasses acts practically as 
baking powder acts in leavening 
a mixture. Soda should be mixed 
with flour and other dry ingre- 
dients so that it will not begin to 
act until liquid is added, Then the 
viscous mixture will hold in the 
gas. The old custom of putting 
soda into sour milk or molasses is 
not good practice, because gas be- 
ging to escape as soon as these in- 
gredients are combined 

The rule is half a teaspoon of 
soda for each cup of sour milk or 
for a cup of molasses. It is better 
to use too little soda than too 
much. An excess gives a dis- 
agreeable flavor and odor as well 
as yellow color. One teaspoon of 
soda, if there is plenty of acid to 
react with it, may be considered 
equivalent in leavening effect to 
4 teaspoons of baking powder, be- 
cause baking powder is about one- 
fourth soda. Sorghum is thick and 
about the color of table molasses. 
In many homes it takes the place 
of molasses in cooking.

Coughing takes place when it is 
necessary to expel an irritant from 
the windpipe or the bronchial 
tubes. The purpose of the cough 
is to remove the blocking material 
and thus to secure a free passage 
of air. However, in some instances 
a cough may not be due to any 
substance which is actually block- 
ing the air passage, but is due to 
habit or to nervousness. 

Prolonged or severe coughing is 
feared by the layman chiefly be- 
cause it breaks into the sleeping 
period. It may also cause consider- 
able chest soreness and throat ire 
ritation. Severe bouts of coughing 
have been known to bring about 
a rupture or hernia and to cause 
hemorrhage, although the average 
cough will not produce these con- 
sequénces and is frequently due to 
acute bronchitis. 

The cough which is bad for sev- 
eral days and then clears up is 
generally the result of a cold which 
has spread downward until it in- 
volves the bronchial tubes The 
patient usually recovers within a 
weck or two. 

A chronic cough which hangs on 
is likely to be due to chronic bron- 
chitis, although there is the pos- 
sibility, especially in young adults, 
that it is due to tuberculosis of the 
lungs. 

Whether or not a cough should 
be stopped is sometimes a problem 
with the doctor, but the prevailing 
opinion is that when clogging mat- 
erial is present, such as mucus, it 
is better to allow the cough to con- 
tinue, except in those few cases 
where there is some danger of 
hemorrhage. When the cough is 
not raising any mucus and is there- 
fore unproductive, it may be advis- 
able to stop the cough to conserve 
the vitality of the patient, 

The act of coughing consists of a 
deep expiration, followed by a 
strong exiratory effort against the 
closed glottis. The glottis is then 
suddenly opened and the air rushes 
out at a very high speed. At the 
same time the passage to the nose 
is closed off so that any substance 
being coughed up is expelled into 
the mouth. 

The acute cough may usually be 
relieved by the short fast and by 
applying a deep therapy lamp of 
infra red lamp to the throat and 
front and back of the chest. The 
patient with one of these acute 
coughs should keep warm, should 
take plenty of fluid, and should 
keep the colon clean, The chronic 
cough due to chronic bronchitis 
usually requires a much longer 
period of treatment before it is 
satisfactorily retieved

Gas Rationing 
Is Outlined 


Instructions to motorists out- 
lining the steps they must take 
In order to obtain gasoline ra- 
tioning cards for use after April 
1, have been issued by G. R. 
Cottrelle, off controller for Can- 
ada, and received for display 
purposes by the local branch of 
the Alberta Motor Association. 
Obtaining of license plates and 

driver's license, which will be ob- 
tainable on Monday, is the first of 
several steps that each car owner 
must take before he will be per- 
mitted to buy gasoline after April 
1, 
License plates and drivers’ li- 
censes will be issued through 190 
depots in the province any time 
after March 1. 


THE INSTRUCTIONS 


During the month, and after the 
receipt of the plates the car owner 
must follow out the following in- 
structions: 

1, Obtain a rationing application 
form from any post office. 

2. Fill in the application form 
and answer fully all necessary ques- 
tions. 

3. If the owner is applying for 
inclusion in “Category “A” the 
rationing card can be received upon 
presentation of the receipt for pur- 
chase of license plates. 

4. If the owner is applying for 
inclusion in any other category, 
the application form must be sent to 
regional office of the oil controller, 
Williamson Building, Edmonton, 
for ratification by regional gasoline 
rations administrator W. J. Dick. 

The rationing books will then be 
issued according to the category in 
which the applicant has been 
placed.

Great 
difficulty is being experienced by 
the digging crew as the ground is 
frozen to a depth of about 2'% feet. 


SONS AID SEARCH 

Two of Bennett's sons are assist 
ing pOlice in the search for the 
body. They are burning smudgés 
directly above the spot where the 
grave is believed to be located to 
thaw out the earth. 

As the hunt continues, Charles 
Bennett, the alleged slayer, sits ina 
cell in Fort Saskatchewan jail. He 
has ben formally charged with the 
murder and is scheduled to be ar- 
raigned for the third time on March 
5. 

Police charge that Bennett shot 
and clubbed DeVitt to death in 
front of his farm home following 
years of family strife.

SERVICE TO PEOPLE 

C. E. Gerhart, S.C., Acadia-Coro- 
nation, stated that the Alberta gov- 
ernment, in entering the life insur 
ance business, was performing a ser- 
vice to the people. 

The new types of life insurance 
policies of the companies, he de- 
clared, were a form of “racket.” For 
instance, he said, the actual cost of 
$1,000 worth of insurance may be 
$10 a year but the companies in- 
clude an extra premium of, say, $30 
as a savings plan. This $30, he said. 
is used to create the cash values in 
the policy, but is lost to the bene- 
ficiaries in the event of death of the 
policy-holder. 

He declared that criticisms of 
the government entering this field 
in a modest way were unjustified.

Mr. Gerhart 
replied that the government, so far, 
had effected a 10 per cent. cut in 
costs.
